SUBJECT: THAILAND/IAEA NPT SAEEGUARDS AGREEMENT (PROTOCOL) 

AS NOTED SEPTEL, AGENCY'S PROPOSED REVISED TEXT OE PROTOCOL 
FOLLOWS: 

PROTOCOL TERMINATING THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTERNATIONAL 
ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OE THE KINGDOM OF 
THAILAND AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOR THE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS AND TERMINATING THE 
PROTOCOL SUSPENDING THAT AGREEMENT AND PROVIDING FOR THE 
APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS PUSUANT TO THE NON-PROLIFERATION 
TREATY 

THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERBY AGENCY (HEREINAFTER 
REFERRED TO AS THE "AGENCY), THE GOVERNMENT OF THE KINGDOM 
OF THAILAND AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA: 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE KINGDOM OF THAILAND, AS A NON- 
NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATE PARTY TO THE TREATY ON THE NON- 
PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AS THE "TREATY"), HAS ON 16 MAY 1974 CONCLUDED WITH THE 
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AGENCY AN AGREEMENT FOR THE APPLICATION OF SAEGUARDS 
(HEREINAETER REFERRED TO AS THE "TREATY SAEEUGARDS AGREE- 
MENT") PURSUANT TO PARAGRAPH 1 OP ARTICLE III OP THE 
TREATY; AND 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OP THE KINGDOM OP THAILAND AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA HAVE CONCLUDED 
ON 16 MAY 1974 A PROTOCOL (HEREINAETER REFERRED TO AS THE 
"SUPERSEDED PROTOCOL") PROVIDING FOR THE APPLICATION OP 
SAFEGUARDS BY THE AGENCY PURSUANT TO THE TREATY SAPEGUARDS 
AGREEMENT AND SUSPENDING THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OP THE 
KINGDOM OP THAILAND AND THE GOVERNMENT OP THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS SIGNED 
ON 30 SEPTEMBER 1964 (HEREINAETER REPERRED TO AS THE 
"SAEEUGARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT") DURING THE TIME AND TO 
THE EXTENT THAT THE TREATY SAPEGUARDS AGREEMENT IS IN 
PORCE AND SAPEGUARDS SPECIPIED IN THE TREATY SAPEGUARDS 
AGREEMENT ARE BEING APPLIED BY THE AGENCY; AND 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE SUSPENDED SAPEGUARDS TRANSPER 
AGREEMENT PROVIDES POR THE APPLICATION OP SAPEGUARDS 
BY THE AGENCY TO MATERIALS, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 
REQUIRED TO BE SAPEUARDED UNDER THE AGREEMENT POR 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OP THE UNITED STATES 
OP AMERICA AND THE GOVERNMENT OP THE KINGDOM OP THAILAND 
CONCERNING CIVIL USES OP ATOMIC ENERGY SIGNED ON 13 MARCH 
1956, AS AMENDED ON 27 MARCH 1957, 11 JUNE 1960, 31 MAY 
1962 AND ON 8 JUNE 1964 (HEREINAETER REFERRED TO AS THE 
"SUSPERSEDED AGREEMENT"), TO ENSURE SO PAR AS IT IS ABLE 
THAT THEY WILL NOT BE USED IN SUCH A WAY AS TO PURTHER 
ANY MILITARY PURPOSE: AND 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE GOVERNMENT OP THE UNITED STATES 
OP AMERICA AND THE GOVERNMENT OP THE KINGDOM OP THAILAND 
HAVE CONCLUDED A SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT POR COOPERATION 
CONCERNING CIVIL USES OP ATOMIC ENERGY WHICH WAS SIGNED 
ON 14 MAY 1974, (HEREINAETER REPERRED TO AS THE "SUPER- 
SEDING AGREEMENT"); AND 

RECOGNIZING THAT UNDER ARTICLE X OP THE SUPERSEDING 
AGREEMENT THE GOVERNMENT OF THE KINGDOM OP THAILAND HAS 
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GUARANTEED THAT NO MATERIAL, INCLUDING EQUIPMENT AND 
DEVICES, TRANSFERRED TO THE GOVERNMENT OP THE KINGDOM 
OP THAILAND OR AUTHORIZED PERSONS UNDER ITS JURISDICTION 
PROM THE UNITED STATES OP AMERICA PURSUANT TO THE SUPER- 
SEDED AGREEMENT OR THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT AND NO SPECIAL 
NUCLEAR MATERIAL PRODUCED THROUGH THE USE OP SUCH MATERIAL, 
EQUIPMENT OR DEVICES WILL BE USED FOR ANY MILITARY 
PURPOSE; AND 
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RECOGNIZING THAT ARTICLE XII OE THE SUPERSEDING 
AGREEMENT PROVIDES EOR THE SUSPENSION OF THE SAEEGUARDS 
RIGHTS ACCORDED TO THE GOVERNMENT OE THE UNITED STATES 
BY ARTICLE XI OE THAT AGREEMENT DURING THE TIME AND TO 
THE EXTENT THAT THE GOVERNMENT OE THE UNITED STATES 
OE AMERICA AGREES THAT THE NEED TO EXERCISE SUCH RIGHTS 
IS SATISFIED BY THE TREATY SAEEUGARDS AGREEMENT: 

HAVE AGREED: 

1. THE SAEEGUARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT IS HEREBY TERMINATED. 

2. THE SUSPERSEDED PROTOCOL IS HEREBY TERMINATED. 

3. THE GOVERNMENT OE THE KINGDOM OF THAILAND AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AGREE THAT THE 
TREATY SAEEGUARDS AGREEMENT CONSTITUTES AN AGREEMENT OE 
THE KIND REEERRED TO IN ARTICLE XII OF THE SUPERSEDING 
AGREEMENT, AND THAT THE SAEEUGARDS RIGHTS ACCORDED TO THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA BY ARTICLE 

XI OF THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT ARE DEEMED TO BE SUSPENDED 
DURING THE TIME AND TO THE EXTENT THAT THE TREATY SAEE- 
GUARDS AGREEMENT IS IN FORCE AND THE SAFEGUARDS SPECIEIED 
THEREIN ARE BEING APPLIED BY THE AGENCY. 

4. THE TREATY SAEEGUARDS AGREEMENT SHALL BE APPLIED AS 
THEREIN PROVIDED TO NUCLEAR MATERIALS SUBJECT TO THE 
SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT.

5. IN THE EVENT THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF THE KINGDOM OE THAILAND 
INTENDS TO EXERCISE ITS DESCRETION IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 

14 OF THE TREATY SAEEGUARDS AGREEMENT TO USE ANY NUCLEAR 
MATERIAL REQUIRED TO BE SAFEGUARDED UNDER THAT AGREEMENT IN 

A MILITARY ACTIVITIY NOT PROSCRIBED BY THE TREATY, THE GOVERNMENT 
OE THE KINDGOM OF THAILAND WILL SATISEY THE AGENCY AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA THAT SUCH MATERIAL 

15 NOT SUBJECT TO THE GUARANTEES MADE TO THE GOVERNMENT 

OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA BY THE GOVERNMENT OE THE KINGDOM 
OE THAILAND IN ARTICLE X OE THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT, AND THAT 
NO MATERIALS, EQUIPMENT OR EACILITIES TRANSEERRED EROM THE 
UNITED STATES OE AMERICA TO THE KINGDOM OE THAILAND SUBJECT 
TO THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT ARE INVOLVED IN SUCH USE. 

6. THIS PROTOCOL SHAL BE SIGNED BY OR EOR THE DIRECTOR 
GENERAL OE THE AGENCY AND BY THE AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVES 
OE THE GOVERNMENT OE THE KINGDOM OE THAILAND AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND SHALL ENTER 
INTO EORCE ON THE DATE UPON WHICH THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT 
ENTERS INTO EORCE. THE TWO GOVERNMENTS SHALL NOTIEY THE AGENCY 
OE THE DATE OE THE ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THE SUPERSEDING AGREEMENT 
WITHIN ONE WEEK ALTER THAT DATE.
